NATURE OF INCIDENT: 

On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel assumed the handle on a force investigation 
after learning Suspect Dang sustained а ЕН EEE IE. after being punched by 
Deputy Vance. Sergeant Long of Temple Station completed a Supervisor's Report on 
Use of Force regarding this incident, which is included with this case as Exhibit А. 


On April 7, 2012, at 1655 hours Temple Station received a 911 call of an attempt burglary 
just occurred. The informant of the call stated an unknown male attempted to enter 
through a bathroom window and was last seen running away from the area. 


IAB Note: For further details regarding call details see а copy of incident 
record, Tag #225, which is included with this case ав Exhibit 
B. 


Deputies V. Meza Ml and D. Esqueda MI responded to the location and 
contacted the victim. Міст ЕЕ told them she heard someone knock on her front door. 
She looked out through a window and saw a man she did not recognize, so she did not 
answer the door. She watched him leave the front area and walk through a side gate to 
her backyard. She then saw him remove a bathroom window screen (window was 
partially open.) She began yelling, “No” to the suspect, who saw her and ran westbound 
through her yard and out of view. 


Deputies Meza and Esqueda immediately set up a containment of the area where the 


suspect was last seen. Temple Station deputies responded as well as Sheriff's 
Department Aero Bureau and units from the Sheriff's Department Canine Bureau.

IAB NOTE: The property is approximately 40 — 50 feet wide with no 
obstacles to prevent the deputies from seeing each other. 


Deputy Y saw the suspect running on the driveway towards him from the 
backyard and started giving him commands to stop and get on the ground. Тһе suspect 
reached the wood fence (approximately five foot tall) that separated him from Deputy 

and stopped. Hearing Deputa now seeing the suspect behind 
the fence, Deputy Vance also started yelling at the suspect to get on the ground. It 
appeared the suspect was obeying the commands as he ducked down behind the fence. 
Deputies Vance, МЕ and Berner met Deputy Ü who was on the 
driveway. They were on the opposite side of the fence from the suspect but could still 
see him. They saw the suspect start to crawl away from them and then stand up and 
start to run. Not wanting the suspect to get away and possibly enter an occupied home 
and create a hostage situation, Deputy Vance deployed his taser on the suspect. The 
suspect immediately fell to the ground; however he tried to get back to his feet again. 
Deputy Vance deployed the taser a second time and the suspect stayed on the ground. 
Deputy Vance ordered Deputies Berner, an NN to handcuff the 
suspect. The deputies opened the Тепсе and contacted the suspect. Deputy 
grabbed the left arm and Deputy rabbed the right arm. The suspect 
immediately started to pull his arms from the deputies' grasp, as well as kick at them. 
Deputy ЕЕЕ immediately grabbed the suspect's legs in an effort to stop him from 
kicking. 


Deputy Vance saw the deputies struggling to control the suspect, but did not deploy the 

taser a third time. He did not want the deputies to feel the effects of the taser and loosen 
their grasp of the suspect. Deputy Vance punched the suspect two times on the left side 
of his face in an effort to stop him from fighting with the deputies. The punches had the 
desired effect, the deputies were able to handcuff the suspect and place a hobble around 
his legs.

DEPUTY WITNESS: 

Deputy Scott Berner, аш was interviewed on January 31, 2013, at 0949 hours by 
Sergeants Richard Martinez and Hector Velasquez at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy 
Berner was represented by Attorney David Dixon from Green % Shinee. The following is 
a summary of the interview, which was digitally recorded. For the complete IAB 
interview, refer to the IAB audio files and/or Deputy Berner's verbatim transcript, which is 
listed under the “Transcriptions - [АВ Interview” section of the case book. 


Deputy Berner responded to a containment in regards to a call of a burglary in progress. 
His containment position was just south of the property located at Й Heleo Avenue. 
Deputies ШЕН en were also at his containment position. While at the location 
they contacted the residents of lll Heleo Avenue and asked them to leave the house. 
A short time later Deputies Vance and rrived at the location. He heard 
Deputy say, “There he is.” But he (Deputy Berner) did not see him. Deputy 
Berner along with Deputies Vance, and made an approach 
towards the suspect. He believes they were about 50 feet from the suspect with a five 
foot tall wood fence separating them. 


Deputy Vance had a taser and was assigning duties to the deputies. They approached 
the fence and saw the suspect standing on the opposite side of the fence about five feet 
away. He and Deputy Vance were giving the suspect verbal commands to lie on the 
ground and put his hands up. The male did not comply and began to run away from 
them. Deputy Vance deployed the taser, which caused the suspect to fall to the ground 
on his back. The suspect immediately rolled to his chest, put his hands on the ground 
and started to stand up. At this point the deputies opened the fence and made contact 
with the suspect, who was waving his arms around and kicking his feet. At this time he 
remembered hearing the taser go off a second time. 
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Deputies MEME апа were attempting to control the suspect's arms and Deputy 
КЕЗЕН was attempting to control the suspect's legs. Не then saw Deputy Vance punch 
the suspect two times in the head. Deputy Berner said he was standing a few feet away 
during the struggle and put out radio traffic (Exhibit E) the taser was deployed and the 
Fire Department was needed to treat the suspect. He added there were enough 
deputies on the suspect, so he did not need to jump in. 


Deputy Berner did not remember if Deputy Vance was still holding the taser when he 
punched the suspect. 


IAB NOTE: After the interview ended, | was walking down the hallway when 
Deputy Berner and his attorney, David Dixon, approached me. 
Deputy Berner told me in the presence of his attorney, he 
remembered Deputy Vance handed him the taser before he 
punched the suspect. As Deputy Berner held the taser he pulled 
the trigger very briefly, thinking the sound of the taser would scare 
the suspect into submitting to the deputies. He went on to say the 
cartridge had been removed and the suspect felt no effects. A 
printout of the taser activation for the date of April 7, 2012, shows 
three activations Exhibit F. One for seven seconds, one for 5 
seconds and one for 1 second.

Deputy Brian Vance, m o was interviewed on January 28, 2013, at 1034 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Richard Martinez and Hector Velasquez. The 
interview was conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Vance was represented by 
Attorney David Dixon from Green & Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded and 
transcribed. The following is a summary of his interview. For his verbatim interview see 
his transcribed interview which is included with this case. 


Deputy Vance told us he and his partner (Deputy ЕЕЕ responded to a command 

post in regards to a burglary suspect inside of a containment. While at the command 
ost they received information the suspect was in the backyard of a house located at 

Heleo Avenue. He drove to that location with his partner and a Sheriff's 

Department canine unit. As they arrived at the location he saw Deputies ЕН 

and Berner were at the south end of the property. 

Deputy MY took a containment position on the North side of the property near the 

driveway and he took a position near the middle of the property so he could see the 

deputies who were located on the north and south sides of the property. The canine unit 

did not deploy and Deputy Vance was not sure of his location during the incident. 


Deputy Vance heard Deputy ВВ yelling and looked in his direction. Deputy Vance 


saw the suspect standing behind a fence (separating him from Deputy ЕЕЕ and 
started giving the suspect orders to put his hands up. 
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Тһе suspect complied and dropped to the ground. As Deputy Vance апа Deputy 

approached the suspect, he saw the suspect stand up and start to run away 
from them. Deputy Vance did not want to initiate a foot pursuit and not wanting the 
suspect to escape from them, break into a house and cause a hostage situation, shot him 
with his taser. 


Тһе taser caused the suspect to stop running and fall to his back. Once on the ground 
the suspect turned onto his stomach and started to get to his feet. Deputy Vance 
deployed the taser a second time and directed Deputies Y A БЕНЕЙ and 
Berner to open the fence and handcuff the suspect. 


Deputy Vance did not communicate over the radio they had encountered the suspect, as 
he had the taser in one hand, was keeping an eye on the deputies contacting the suspect 
and remembered a Sheriff's helicopter was overhead. Не did not remember if the 
deputy was putting out information over the radio. 


Deputy Vance saw Deputies ЕЕ and | ЕН grab the suspect's arms and Deputy 
[eal grab the suspect's feet. The suspect started to pull his arms away from the 
deputies, as well as kick at them. Deputy Vance did not deploy the taser a third time, 
because the deputies had physical contact with the suspect and he did not want them to 
feel the effects of the taser. He believed if the deputies felt the effects of the taser, they 
would pull their arms away from the suspect and lose control of him. 


Due to the deputies struggling to control the suspect, Deputy Vance punched the suspect 
twice on the left side of his face. The suspect stopped struggling after being hit and the 
deputies were able to handcuff him without further incident.

Suspect Jimmy Dang was interviewed at the San Gabriel Valley Medical Center by 
Sergeant James Long and Watch Commander, Sergeant Tri Hoang. The interviews 
were video recorded and copies of the interviews, as well as photographs of Suspect 
Dang's injuries are included with this case in Exhibit С. The following is a summary of 
his interviews. For his verbatim interviews see his transcribed interviews which are 
included with this case. 


The following is a summary of his interviews: 


Suspect Dang said he ran from the deputies, because he thought he had a warrant. He 
also said he was currently on parole. As he was running through yards he slipped and 
fell near a swimming pool and also fell in a yard that had a big dog. Suspect Dang said 
one of these falls caused his mouth to bleed. He removed his clothing with the exception 
of his boxer shorts, in an effort to avoid capture. He also said he slipped and hit his head 
on the concrete when the deputies told him to get down. The deputies shot him with a 
taser, which caused him to fall and give up. He said the deputies did not hit him during 
the incident and the deputies shot him with the taser, because he would not get down 
when the deputies told him to do so. 


Suspect Dang denied taking any medication, or having a mental illness. He said he had 
been smoking methamphetamine for the past three days. 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 

Suspect Dang had bruising and red marks to the left side of his face. He also had a 
scrape near his left eye and red marks on his upper center chest area and right side of 
neck. 


Suspect Dang complained of being tied to the hospital bed, which was causing him pain 
to his knees and ankles. He did not complain of any other pain or injuries. 
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Suspect Dang was treated at {Пе San Gabriel Valley Medical Center апа was approved 
for booking at the USC-Medical Center Jail ward. The approval for booking paper work 
is included with this case in Miscellaneous Documents.

And why was that? 


Because we learned information from Aero, the helicopter that was 
hovering or doing orbits overhead, notified us that the male, Asian suspect 
was seen headed, or running through yards, towards the address, or 
towards a house over on Heleo Street. 


And do you remember what the address was of that house? 
| believe it was ЕШ 

And did you respond to that house? 

Yes sir, | did. 

And this was with your partner? 

It was with Deputy 8 and a K-9 unit. 

And you arrived at the house | take it? 

Yes sir. 


Was there any other deputies present? Besides you, your partner and the 
K-9 unit?

My reason for shooting him with the taser was because, for one, | believe 
that we were going to be involved in a foot pursuit.

And you guys are all on the ground, or are you standing up at this point? 
No, we were knelt down. 

You were knelt down. 

І was knelt down. 

And what happens next? After the second cycle of the taser, and you 
guys, you're struggling with his right arm, Deputy MY | believe you said, 
is struggling with his left arm. He's kicking, what happens next? 

Deputy Vance punches him. 

And how many times? 

| saw him punch him twice. 

Did these have any effect on the suspect? 

It did. 


And what effect did it have on the suspect? 


Once the suspect was punched, then he stopped fighting, or stopped 
fighting as much. We were able to take control after this. 


And you said Deputy Vance punched him twice. Was it in rapid 
succession, or how did he punch him twice? 


They were, they punches were pretty close together. | would say less 
than a second between the punches. 


Did the guy stop fighting after the first punch? 


No sir. 
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Martinez: But you were able to control after the second punch, it was easier to gain 
control of the suspect? 


Yes sir. He didn't — 


Martinez: Go ahead. 


After the second punch, he was still fighting, but he wasn't fighting as 
much. 


Martinez: And you were able to gain control? 
Yes sir. 

And did you guys handcuff him? 
Yes sir.

He's licking his blood off the concrete. 


Velasquez: And what's his demeanor then? 1$ he saying anything at this time? 1$ he 
(inaudible) is he laughing, was he screaming? 
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| don't remember him saying anything. | noticed his eyes weren't able to 
focus. He keeps, | said he was licking the blood off the concrete. He 
kept, keeps opening his mouth and doing stuff with his tongue, he's licking 
his lips, he's trying to lick his cheeks. He keeps, he keeps moving and 
that's pretty much it. 


Have you ever encountered a suspect on the ground acting this way, 
licking his own blood? 


No sir.

And is there any reason why this interview cannot go forward today? 


No, there's no reason that it shouldn't.

And did you have an occasion to respond to ШИ Heleo, | don't know if 
it's Avenue or Road? 


It's Avenue sir. 

Avenue, okay. Did you respond to that location? 

Yes sir. 

And why did you respond to that location? 

We had a burglary suspect and | was taking up a containment position. 
And what was your position? 


| was at Heleo, just north of Lower Azusa, right there at, | was at the, on 
the, of the street, parked on the curb. 


And from your position there, how far is that from [J Heleo? 


It's, from where | was, | was literally in the south corner of the residence 
right there. 


So of the property, you were on the south — 
Of the property, | was right there at the south corner of the property. 


And was anyone else with you? 
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Deputy was with me. 


And were you guys working a two man car or were you in separate cars? 
We were in separate cars. 


Alright, and again, you said you were there and it was due to a burglary 
suspect? 


Yes sir. 
And what was this burglary suspect doing? 


He had basically done a burglary at a house that was just east of our 
location. So | was directed to go over to that containment spot. So that's 
where | set up. 


And while you were at this containment spot, did any additional 
information come to you? 


| heard that Aero, Aero advised us that he had seen the guy and the 
suspect in the backyard of that residence | was right in front of, so. 


And that's BB Heleo? 
Yes sir. 
And what was the suspect doing, if you know? 


He just said that he saw him in the backyard. | didn't, | don't know if he 
you know, until | actually, initially saw him, like when we responded over 
there, | didn't, | didn't see any actions that he had done. 


And did any other deputies arrive at your location? 
Yes, Deputy Vance and Deputy ЕНЕ they arrived at our location. 
And what did they do? 


They went ahead and positioned themselves on the northern side of the 
residence, and then | saw Deputy he basically said that he had 
seen the suspect. 


And when he said that he saw the suspect, what happened next? 


| saw, | looked towards Deputy direction and | saw that he 
was looking towards the, there was a gate there. So | went ahead and 
saw the suspect, once | directed my focus towards the gate. | saw him, he 
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was, looked up at the gate, he looked at us and then he crouched down 
behind the gate. 


And where were you when you saw this? 


| was just south of where Deputy ЕЕ and Deputy Vance were. At 
the south end of the residence there. 


And this is near the driveway? 


It's along the, just, it's right along the curb, but | was positioned on the 
south of the residence, just east of the curb line there. 


And did you ever, okay, so did Deputy and Deputy Vance were, 
were giving commands? 


Yes, | heard — 
To the suspect? 


І did hear Deputy Vance tell the suspect to see his hands, | heard that, 
and that's when the suspect basically crouched down behind the gate, and 


And what happened next? 
Then | saw Deputy Vance and Ü approach the suspect. So | went 
ahead and, being that they were, myself, | was pretty much the only unit 


that was, me and Deputy we were the only personnel that were 
in that immediate area. 


Uh huh. 
| went to assist them with basically taking the suspect into custody. 
And as you went to assist them, what did you see, or what happened? 


| saw the suspect, | mean | saw Deputy Vance, | heard him say that you 
know, “Stop.” and then | saw the suspect turn and start, start running, and 
then | saw Deputy Vance tase him. 


And could you see if this, the taser had any effect on the suspect? 


Yes sir, when the suspect was tased, it did have an effect on him and he 
fell to the ground. 


And what were you guys, you guys meaning the deputies, doing when he 


fell to the ground? 
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We were behind the gate, right there behind Deputy Vance. Deputy 
Vance told us you know, to direct us to go and get him. We went ahead 
and | undid the latch of the gate, we went in, and we made contact with 
him. 


And who is we? 


Myself, Deputy ЕЕЕ and Deputy | 


And what was the suspect doing when you guys were making your 
approach to him? 


We were approaching him and he basically, he was being tased. We, | 
made contact. | grabbed his left arm and attempted to try to get it in a 
control hold, and the taser basically deactivated. He attempted to get up 
and we, we began to basically, myself and Deputy ЕЕЕНІН we began 
struggling to try to keep him down with a control hold. 


And you said you grabbed hold of his left arm? 


Yes sir, | grabbed his left arm and Deputy ЕЕ grabbed his right 
arm. 


And you said you were trying to control him. What, what did you do in 
your attempt to try and control him? 


| grabbed, | grabbed his wrist and placed it іп a rear wristlock, so | could 
control his arms. 


Did you strike him at all? 
No, | didn't strike him. 
And as you're trying to control him, what happens next? 


Well basically we were trying to control him. The taser went ahead and 
deactivated and then from there, as we're trying to control him, he starts, 
he started trying to kick me with his feet, because his feet were, we, we 
had his arms and his feet were loose. So he started trying to get up, trying 
to kick us. So then that's when | saw Deputy Vance come in and he 
basically, | saw him strike him in the head. The first one that | saw, he 
continued to fight, the suspect continued to fight, and it was ineffective. | 
saw him strike him again, and the suspect then stopped fighting, and then 
at that time Deputy and | were able to handcuff him. 


And you said you saw Deputy Vance strike the suspect twice? 


Yes sir, | saw him strike him twice. 
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And what did he strike him with? 

His fist. 

I'm going to take you back just a little bit. When you get to the fence, апа 
the suspect is running away from you guys, the four deputies, how far did 
he get before he gets tased? 

| would estimate about three feet. 

About three feet from the gate? 


Yeah, it would be my estimation. 


Okay, and now you make entry into the gate. His head is facing away 
from you or — 


When he fell back, he fell back. So his head was actually facing west. 
Okay. 
So he was positioned like north/south, and his head was facing west. 


And now you get in there and you grab his left arm, and you say he's 
struggling. Can you describe what he's doing to put up a struggle, what 
are you feeling? 


He, well he was trying to basically break away from our grasp, and he was 
trying to get away. And he was, he was kicking and he was trying to 
elbow us. Any means that he could, at that time, what he had to get away. 


So he's not just lying there, letting you manipulate his arms? 
No. 

He's actually resisting with his arms? 

Yes. 

Whatever pressure you're trying to put on there? 

Yes sir, absolutely. 


And you said that while Deputy Vance tased him, he directed you guys to 
go in and get him? 


Uh huh. 


Was he in charge of the situation? Meaning Deputy Vance? 
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Well Deputy Vance was more senior deputy there. So we basically took 
his, took his lead on basically the commands, because he was the senior 
deputy there. 


And he directed you guys to go into make contact with the guy, once the 
guy fell down on the ground, after being tased? 


Yes sir. 


And then just to clarify, Deputy Vance struck him twice with his fist, and 
that caused the suspect to stop fighting, resisting, trying to get away from 
you guys? 


Yes sir, that, those, the first strike didn't affect him. The second strike, it 
did affect him, and then | ЕН and | were able to basically handcuff 
him, because he had stopped fighting at that point. 


During your struggle, was anyone, deputy wise, or the suspect, saying 
anything? 


Deputy Vance, | heard him, | heard him yell commands to stop, but | mean 
the suspect didn't stop. 


And you said you heard Deputy Vance yell commands. What commands 
did you, do you remember him saying? 


| remember him saying, saying, “Stop fighting.” | remember him saying 
that, but | don't recall any other соттапа$ that he said. 


Did you put out any radio traffic? 
No sir, | didn't. 
And why is that? 


Because | was, at the time, | was trying to control his hands апа 
everything. So | didn't have the ability to put that out at the time. If 1 
would have been watching it, and | wasn't involved directly into it, | could 
have put out traffic then. 


And from the time you heard Deputy Vance and ЕЕЕ yelling at the 
suspect, who's on their side of the gate, to the time you guys were on him, 
trying to handcuff him, how much time would you say elapsed? 


To me, it felt like, | mean no more than seconds. 
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So it was almost instantaneous, from the time they saw the suspect, gave 
him commands, and then Deputy Vance deployed the taser, it was 
seconds? 


It was, it was a very rapid situation. | mean it happened very quickly, 
because the suspect turned and was going to, he was going to run and 
escape.

And we'll start some questions here. Deputy ЕЕ this is in regards to 
a burglary, and again | said a force incident, that occurred on April 77, of 
2012, and it happened at approximately 16:50 hours, which was a 
Saturday, and it occurred at Ml Heleo Avenue. Are you familiar with 
that incident? 


Yes | am. 
And were you at this incident?

And tell me how you became, how you came about arriving at this 
incident.

While you were at your containment position of Lower Azusa and Heleo, 
did you get any further information as regards to the suspect?

And what, and who did you get this information from? 


From the resident that lived on Heleo. |, it's lll Heleo Avenue, it was а 
husband and wife that lived in there, and they came out yelling the 
suspect was in her backyard, or their backyard, and gave a suspect 
description. Aero was above, and gave updates of the suspects' 
movement as well. 


And what did you do after receiving this information from the resident, and 
from Aero? 


Depending on what, he kept hopping back and forth between fences. At 

one point the residents of came out and said he's running towards 

Heleo, and at that time Deputy Berner, who was north of that location, of 
along with Vance and his trainee, which was ran towards 
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the side, the north side yard gate. | went, Deputy Is lll] who was on the 
south end of that house, ran up towards the north end of the side gate, 
and that's when we saw the suspect in the side yard. 


And after seeing the suspect in the side yard, what was the suspect 
doing? 


He saw us, and then he immediately turned around to run back towards 
the backyard, and that's when Deputy Vance deployed the taser. 


And did you see if the deployment of the taser had any effect on the 
suspect? 


Yes, it did. It made the suspect fall forward, onto a parked vehicle. 


And then once he fell on the parked vehicle, did he stay on the parked 
vehicle or? 

No, when he fell forward, we ran around to, there's a fairly high wooden 
gate. I'm fairly short, so | couldn't really see all the way over it. So | could 
see the suspects’ head and maybe his shoulders. | saw him fall forward. 
So | ran around to the gate, which the gate, the whole fence was maybe 
ten feet wide. Went through the gate, and by the time | got through the 
gate, | saw the suspect on the floor, flopping around because of the tasing 
was still ongoing. 


And why did you go through the gate? 

As opposed to what sir? 

As opposed to not going through the gate. 

To apprehend the suspect, keep him from fleeing. 

Were there any other deputies with you?

And was anyone telling you guys to go through the gate, or did you — 
No, we just instinctively. 

You just all instinctively went through the gate?

SIGNIFICANT / TASER / PERSONAL WEAPONS-FISTS / CONTROL TECHNIQUES / HOBBLE 


Incident Details 


On April 7, 2012 at 4:55 pm, Temple Sheriffs Station units responded to an attempt burglary just 
occurred call (Ref Tag 225) at Lower Azusa Road in the City of Temple City. Upon arrival 
deputies learned a residential burglary occurred and a possible suspect was seen running through 
yards approximately 1 block west of the location and Aero Bureau responded. Containment was 
established and a Command Post was formed. Canine Units responded to the Command Post, but 
elected not to deploy. 


Arrest teams were formed and sent to the East and West sides of the containment. At Heleo 


Avenue Deputies Brian Vance ЕЕЕ БЕНЕН БЕНЕН БЕНЕН and 
EA SER encountered the suspect, later identified as Jimmy Dang MA/7-1-83, who 
refused to comply with their verbal commands. The suspect turned to flee from the arrest team and 


a force incident ensued. 


Deputies and Vance observed the suspect behind the gate to the driveway at lll Heleo 
Avenue and the suspect raised his arms in the air as if to surrender. The suspect was wearing 
underwear and no other clothing and he did not appear to be injured or bleeding. Suspect Dang 
refused the deputies commands and turned to run away from them. Deputy Vance fearing the 
suspect would flee to another possibly occupied residence deployed his Taser over the gate and 
struck the suspect in the back. The Taser was effective and the suspect fell to the ground. The 
Deputies ordered the suspect to stay on the ground as the made entry into the rear yard. 
Suspect Dang attempted to get up and Deputy Vance activated the Taser again. The Taser was 
effective for approximately five seconds. The suspect immediately attempted to rise up from the 
ground in an effort to assault the deputies and escape. Deput ИИ grabbed Suspect Папа 5 
right arm and Deputy а grabbed Suspect Dang's left arm and used control techniques in order to 
gain control. The suspect resisted efforts to be hand cuffed, rolled around and attempted to kick at 
the deputies. бери ЕЕЕ took hold of the suspect's legs in order to prevent апу assaults on the 
other deputies and gain control of the assaultive suspect. Suspect Dang continued to resist and swing 
and kick at the deputies. Due to the close proximity of the other deputies, Deputy Vance was 
hesitant to activate the Taser a third time. Deputy Vance handed the Taser to Deputy Berner and 
then he struck Suspect Dang in the left cheek twice with his right fist. The strikes were effective and 
Suspect Dang stopped his assaultive actions. Пери апа handcuffed Suspect 
Dang without further incident while Deputy ЕЕ placed а Ripp Hobble restraint around the 
Suspect's legs. 
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А check of the Taser download revealed that there were three activations. Deputy Vance told те 
after activating the Taser the second time, he passed it to Deputy Berner. Deputy Vance stated the 
suspect was not Tasered a third time. | asked Deputy Berner, if he had any information about the 
Taser Deployments in this incident. Deputy Berner stated that a short time (1-2 minutes) after 
receiving the Taser from Deputy Vance, he recalled pulling the trigger for approximately 1 second. 
Deputy Berner stated the cartridge had been removed from the Taser and there was no further effect 
on Suspect Dang. 


Suspect Dang was treated at the scene by Los Angeles County Fire Department personnel from 
Engine 42 (Ref LA CO Fire Incident #82293). He was transported to San Gabriel Valley Medical 
Center via America Medical Response Ambulance #542, where he was treated by Emergency Room 
Medical Staff and later transferred to the Los Angeles County Jail Ward. 


Reported Use of Force by Involved Employee(s) 


Deputies Vance, MN ШЕН and ЕЕ documented their involvement and use of force, 
which were consistent with their reported force to me. 


Witness Interviews(s) 


Deputy Scott Berner reported his observations of force in this incident. Deputy Berner completed a 
written report of his observations which was consistent with his verbal notification to me. 


No other witnesses to this incident were located. The residents of Heleo Avenue had been 
transported to the command post to meet with the Canine units, and were not at home at the time of 
Suspect Dang's arrest.

Suspect Dang stated he ran away when he saw the Sheriff's patrol cars, because he thought he had a 
warrant. S/Dang also stated he had also been using drugs. Suspect Dang stated he tried to keep 
low and hide in some backyards. He added Deputies came to the yard he was in and, "nothing 
happened.” Suspect Dang stated prior to seeing the deputies, he slipped and fell near a pool (nfd). 
Suspect Dang stated the deputies told him to, "get down, freeze and stay right there." Suspect Dang 
stated he was handcuffed and does not recall anything the deputies did. | asked him if he recalled 
being Tasered.

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WATCH COMMANDER INTERVIEW 


The Watch Commander, Sergeant Tri Hoang, conducted his interview with Suspect Jimmy Dang at the 
conclusion of my interview. Sergeant Hoang asked Suspect Dang if he had taken medication, or had 
a mental illness. Suspect Dang denied taking medication, and denied having a mental illness. Не 
stated that he had been using drugs, specifically, methamphetamine. Suspect Dang stated he had 
smoked an "Eight Ball of Meth." over the last three days. Suspect Dang indicated that he had pain in 
his knee/ankle area from being tied up. Sergeant Hoang advised him that he was restrained in order 
to prevent him from kicking anyone. Suspect Dang agreed with that assessment. Sergeant Hoang 
asked him if any deputy hit him to which he replied, “по.” Sergeant Hoang asked Suspect Dang if he 
was Tasered. Suspect Dang said, "Yes." Sergeant Hoang asked Suspect Dang why the deputies 
shot him with the Taser. Suspect Dang stated, "He stood up and resisted." Suspect Dang stated he 
fell somewhere in a yard with a big dog, nfd, during his attempt to hide. Suspect Dang stated he 
tossed his clothing around the area in an attempt to avoid capture. 


Medical Review 


Suspect Dang was transported to San Gabriel Valley Medical Center, where he was treated for his 
injuries and subsequently transferred to the USC-Medical Center Jail ward. Doctor Au stated that 
the apparent injuries were consistent with the reported force.

Training 8: Tactical Review 


Debriefing held to discuss training and tactical issues. 


A debriefing occurred at the conclusion of the incident. The. quick response and co-ordination of 
responding units led to the containment and capture of a residential burglary suspect, who was on 
parole for a felony assault. 


Appropriate Department resources were requested and responded. Even though the Canine units 
were not deployed, the Deputies did not waver in their resolve and arrests teams were deployed to 
either side of the containment. The initial contact with the suspect had a barrier (gate) between them, 
delayed their approach and allowed the suspect, who initially raised his hands to surrender, the time to 
look for escape avenues and flee from them. The Taser deployment over the fence succeeded in 
stopping the fleeing felon and ended the threat to the surrounding community. 
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The force used in this incident, Taser, Personal Weapons-Fists, Control Techniques and the hobble 
were all consistent with force training and the options chart. Suspect Dang was in the, “Assaultive 
High Risk" category, and based upon his actions, it was objectively reasonable and with Departmental 
guidelines to use the force reported. 


Watch Commander's Review 


Suspect Dang was positively identified as the person, who attempted to enter an occupied residence 
at Lower Azusa Road in the City of Temple City. Suspect Dang is currently on parole for a 
felony assault, and even thought he was heavily under the influence of methamphetamine, he was 
able to form the intent to commit the residential burglary. Suspect Dang’s modus operandi (knocking 
on front door, when there is no answer, go to rear of location to reduce the chance of discovery and 
force entry) was common to person(s), who commit residential burglaries. 


Suspect Dang was under the influence of a controlled substance, methamphetamine, at the time this 
incident and subsequent interviews occurred. Suspect Dang repeatedly stated he had fallen near a 
pool or in a yard with a big dog prior to making contact with the deputies and indicated his mouth was 
injured and bleeding from that fall. However, Deputies and Vance indicated 

Suspect Dang did not appear to be injured or bleeding at the time they contacted him in the driveway 
at Heleo Avenue. 


Based upon the above, | formed the opinion that the injuries sustained in this incident occurred as a 
direct result from the actions of our personnel, specifically the two punches to the left cheek of 
Suspect Dang by Deputy Vance. 


The force used in this incident was objectively reasonable and within the guidelines of the force policy. 
| recommend no further action be taken in this incident. 


Case Status 


Suspect Dang was charged with residential burglary and the District Attorney filed felony charges 
against him (Ref GA08608701). His next scheduled appearance date is May 29, 2012 at Alhambra 
Superior Court.
